The  Service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has 
satisfactorily  met  the  needs  of  the  area.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four 
hours  and  is  free  of  charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  or  sitting  case 
car  transport  is  available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other 
means  to  and  from  hospitals  and  clinics  when  attendance  is  necessary  for 
medical  treatment. 


Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance 
must  be  made  by  a medical  practitioner  or  other  authorised  person.  The 
request  should  be  made  to  the  nearest  station. 

The  Ambulance  Service  also  covers  the  removal  to  isolation  hospitals 
of  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


(a)  Water  Supply 

The  North  Bedfordshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water  supply 
which  is  piped  to  all  parts  of  the  district.  Complaints  were  again  received 
regarding  the  unpalatable  condition  of  the  water,  although  there  was  no 
question  of  the  water  being  impure. 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Apart  from  fifteen  premises  situated  in  outlying  parts  of  the  District, 
all  dwelling  houses  are  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 

(c)  Sewage  Disposal 

All  samples  of  final  effluent  from  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
were  of  a satisfactory  standard. 

Investigations  were  made  into  several  systems  of  applying  deodorizers 
to  the  sludge  lagoons  to  prevent  occasional  smell  nuisance  which  arises  during 
the  summer  months.  Spraying  of  the  lagoons  with  deodoriser  is  to  be  carried 
out  during  the  summer  of  1967.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  methods  of 
sludge  treatment  to  permanently  alleviate  this  problem. 

(d)  Rivers  and  Streams 

No  action  was  necessary  in  relation  to  the  polution  of  rivers  or 

streams . 

(e)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  first  phase  of  the  paper  sack  storage  system  of  refuse  was 
inaugurated  during  the  year,  resulting  in  approximately  one  half  of  the 
houses  in  the  district  being  converted  to  this  more  hygienic  system.  Next 
year  will  see  the  remainder  of  the  district  converted  to  the  use  of  paper 
sacks . 
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(f)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

(g)  Clean  Air  Act  1956 


Two  cases  of  emissions  of  industrial  dark  smoke  were  recorded  during 
the  year.  These  were  both  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  informal  action. 

Four  applications  for  Prior  Approval  under  the  Act  were  received  in 
respect  of  new  boiler  installations.  Three  of  these  applications  were 
approved  after  the  owners  had  agreed  to  recommendations  made  by  the 
department.  It  was  not  found  possible  to  approve  the  fourth  installation, 
although  certain  improvements  to  the  original  proposals  were  secured. 

(h)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  is  one  swimming  pool  within  the  district,  situated  at  the 
Balliol  Road  Junior  School.  Samples  of  water  are  taken  by  an  officer  of 
the  County  Council.  All  of  these  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

(i)  Petroleum  Regulations 

The  total  number  of  licences  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  26 
in  respect  of  petrol  installations. 

( j ) Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951

(k)  Disinfections 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out  any  fumigations  following 
infectious  disease.

The  incidence  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  although  slightly  lower  than  last 
year,  was  still  above  the  national  average.

(ii)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations . 


The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  within  the  District  is  now  at 
a fairly  satisfactory  level.  Works  were  found  to  be  necessary  in  some 
premises  and  with  one  exception  these  were  carried  out  by  the  occupiers  after 
notification  by  the  Department.  The  exception  referred  to  was  a Bakehouse 
in  respect  of  which  the  Owner  had  previously  been  prosecuted  by  the  Council. 

It  was  not  possible  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Occupier  and  once  again 
legal  procedure  had  to  be  instituted.  The  Magistrates  fined  the  defendant  a 
total  of  £20  (Twenty  Pounds)  with  one  month  imprisonment  for  non-payment.

(b)  Inspection  of  Dwelling  Houses. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council’s  five  year  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
which  was  commenced  in  November  of  1964,  was  nearing  completion. 

A Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  38  houses  and  land  at 
Up  End.  Nine  of  these  houses  were  considered  to  be  fit,  the  remaining  twenty- 
nine  were  included  in  six  separate  clearance  areas  titled  Up  End  Clearance  Areas 
1 to  6 respectively.  Although  Compulsory  Purchase  powers  were  sought  by  the 
Council  it  was  possible  to  secure  the  purchase  of  most  of  these  houses  and  land 
by  agreement. 

In  December  a further  ten  houses  in  Cater  Street  were  under  consideration 
for  action  under  the  Clearance  Area  procedure  and  it  is  likely  that  a Clearance 
Area  will  be  declared  in  respect  of  these  houses  in  1967.

12.  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  i960 

There  is  only  one  caravan  site  licensed  under  the  Act  within  the  District. 
This  site,  which  contains  57  caravans,  has  been  brought  up  to  the  model 
standards.
